SAYS GEN. COXEY. 


CONFERENCE AT THE LINDELL. 


Reformers Have Their Heads Together 
and Will Fix It So That No Lead- 
ers Can Betray the People. 


There is a conference going on to-day in 
room 13 of the Lindell Hotel which is to 
give birth to a new political party. 

The People’s party is dead. Its leaders 
proved false to the people who reposed 
their faith in them. They can never be 
trusted again. Therefore if the country is 
to be saved at all from the demnition bow- 
wows an entirely new reform  organiza- 
tion must be pushed to the front to take 
upon itself this burden. 

It is for this purporze that the Lindell 
Hotel conference was called.

Coxey, who prints pictures of himself, 
showing the wheels in his head; Carl 
Browne, lecturer on “‘Monopoly, Microbes 
and Mysticism, and Manufacturer of Man's 
Mightiest Microbe Master,” and J. H.

American ballot system,” which is to be 
the direct means for the regeneration of 
the universe by registering truthfully the 
will of the people.

While 
those who clamor for alms in the streets of the crowded cities are many, those 
who seek assistance from our ready public bounty are few. While the failure 
of great commercial institutions brings sad calamity to the chief capitals where 
fortunes accumulate, the less imposing but quite useful depositories of Kansas 
savings are giving gratifying evidences of stability. While, according to the 
press of the nation’s most populous metropolis, her children linger in the streets 
unfed, except at the hand of

Attorney McGinnis Has Taken Up 
Their Fight and Promises to Make 
Trouble for the Loan Company. 


Without fuel. a bed in which to sleep or 
a morsel of food to eat, Edward Gerson, his 
wife and six childrer have led a miserable 
existence In a bare room at 2821 Thomas 
street since last Saturday. 

On that day a Deputy Constable seized 
all of the household goods and carried them 
away to satisfy the greed of the Shylocks 
who loan money at high rates on furniture. 
The Constable who took the goods away 
was so.affected by the extreme poverty and 
helplessness of the family that he pre- 
sumed upon his authority to the extent of 
leaving a stove in the house. For two days 
there was no fuel to put in the stove, but 
a kind neighbor furnished the family with 
a load of coal. 

Gathered about the stove, the family of 
eight have slept on the hard floor at night. 
Beds, cooking utensils, chairs, tables, bu- 
reaus—everything was taken away and 
nothing left except the stove. 

Six months ago, Mr. Gerson, who igs an 
industrious man, borrowed $100 from the 
Fidelity Realty Co. at 802 Chestnut street. 
The firm was represented by ©. W. Bren- 
izer. Gerson agreed to pay 10 per cent each 
month upon the money and gave in se- 
curity a chattel mortgage upon all the fur- 
niture and other valuables in his businegs. 

He succeeded in paying the interest for 
three months. The growing business depres- 
sion threw him out of employment. He 
was unable to meet the interest. All the 
money he could scape together went to 
feed and clothe him and his six children. 
The Shylocks dunned him repeatedly for the 
interest due. Last Saturday the pound of 
flesh was exacted. 

Attorney L. A. McGinnis has taken a 
friendly and professional interest in the piti- 
able plight of the Gerson family. McGinnis 
says that in the affidavit of replevin Bren- 
izer swears that the goods seized were un- 
lawfully removed. Mr. McGinnis threatens 
to make trouble for Brenizer and the con- 
cern he represents on that point. Tuesday 
he applied for a warrant against Brenizer 
on the charge of making a false affidavit. 
Col. Johnson, McGinnis says, has promised 
to issue the warrant. 


LOST HIS FORTUNE. 


The Reason Why Henry Miller At- 
tempted Suicide. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan, 12.—Henry 
Miller, a middle-aged German, entered a 
Kearney street gun store and asked to 
See some pistols. He was accommodated, 
and while fitting a cartridge in the cham- 
ber of'‘a revolver shown him he pew! ae mr | 
turned the weapon upon himself and fired. 
The bullet struck him in the left chest, just 
over the heart, and he fell to the floor fat- 
ally wounded. At the Receiving Hospital 
he said that up to within the pees few years 
he had been a member of the Live Stock 
Exchange of Chicago and had been a vy 
handler of cattle. At one time he had been 
worth $200,000, most of it made in cattle 
deals. Subsequent losses had left him prac- 
tically penniless. About @ month ago he 
had left Chicago and gone to Portland, Ore. 
From there he came to San Francisco two 
weeks ago. Miller says he has three gar- 
ried daughters in Coneee, but he does not 
care to have them notified of what he has 
done for fear that his act may stain the 
family name.

SMALL WESTERN ATTENDANCE. 


Hen. E. O. Stanard Speaks for Treas- 
ury Note Retirement and Larg- 
er National Bank Powers. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 12.—The mon+ 
etary conference began here to-day. The. 
work it has eut out isto! devise a better. 
financial and monetary syetem for the Gov- 
ernment than that under which it now op- 
erates. Tomlinson Hall, the scene of 80 
many important conventions during the 
past year, has been modestly decorated, 
though the idea of convenience has been 
the first purpose in the minds of the local 
committee. Delegates continued to re 
during the morning and all registered at the 
committee headquarters at the Denison Ho- 
tel. m 

The commission plan, which has __ been 
looked upon with favor by many of the 
delegates who have expressed themselves, 
does not meet the approval of several who 
are expected to take a prominnt part in the 
proceedings. Among the latter is Congress- 
man J. H. Walker of Massachusetts, Chatr- 
man of the House Committee on Banking 
and Currency. Mr. Walker thinks a law 
should be. enacted at once divorcing this 
Yovernment completely from having any- 
thing to do with currency redemption of 
any form of paper money. He expressea 
the opinion that the Pg should not 
take up the coinage quest-on. 

“The convention should appoint a commit- 
tee to tell Congress what to do and then see 
that they do it,” said Mr. Walker. i 

Congressman Charlies N. Fowler of Eliza- 
beth, N. J., also a member of the com- 
mittee of which Mr. Walker is Chairman, 
favored the naming of a committee to work 
with the Banking ag Currency Commit 
of the House in the prepara 
for presentation to the Fifty-fifth Congress 
when called in extra session. ‘ 

A noticeable feature of the register is t ° 
absence of Western delegates. The pak 
shows a fair proportion of delegates while 
the Fast and .Central West furnish the 
largest delegations, 


It is proposed to have a steering committee 

to which “whall be referred all resolutions, 
many written speeches and all of the indi- 
vidual plans for reforming the currency. 
This committee is to be instructed to report 
to the convention as often as necessary. 
It is expected “indefinitely to postpone 
such speeches and plans as it thinks not 
worthy of the consideration of the conven- 
tion and to report :favorably on such plans 
as show mature thought. It is certain that 
there will be so many plans and resolutions 
presented that, even with much weeding, 
there will be onopen robe to give the conven- 
tion ample food for discussion. 
: Henry Villard of New York, who is here 
to attend the convention, favors the resolu- 
tion agreed upon by a number of Eastern 
delegates which is in part as follows: 

‘Resolved, That the maintenance of the 
gold standard is demanded alike by the 
principles of common honesty and by con- 
siderations of business prosperity, to which 
end we invite the co-operation of all

He said: “It is possible for the 
United States to issue convertible paper, 
keep it at-par with specie, and secure some 
slight gain for the community by the pro- 
cess, but the probabilities of good manage- 
ment are so small and the possibilities of 
evil so great that it is not a safe way in 
which to furnish the country with paper

GOV. STANARD’S ADDRESS. 


Praises National Banks and Wants 
Treasury Notes Retired. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 12.—Following 
are the notable features of the address of 
Hon. E. O. Stanard before the Monetary 


Conference: 
“The present financial] methods of the Gov- 


ernment are largely those adopted during 
the war, when there were great emergencies. 
I believe there is a very strong and constant- 
ly increasing conviction among our people 
that some method should be adopted dor 
theretirement of the United States Treasury 
notes. and that they should not much longer 
be tolerated as a circulating medium. They 
have been a hindrance to the prosperity of 
our Government for many years. hey are 
a constant menace to our treasury reserve, 
and to the cedit of the Government, and 
when encroachments are made upon these 
reserves, commerce stands in fear and 
trembling. There seems to be a well de- 
fined conviction among business men from 
the experiences of the past that there should 
be no note; in circulation which should not 
be retired when their office has been ful- 
filled. Whether these notes should be re- 
tired at once, or gradually, I am not dis- 
posed to say; but of the necessity of their 
retirement 1 think there can be no question, 
I would retire them by the sale of long Gov- 
ernment bonds at a low rate of interest, if 
there can be no better way devised for their 
withdrawal from circulation. 

“While I am mentioning some of the de- 
fects, as I believe, of our monetary system, 
which come to my mind, I would say that 
I see nu reason why our national banking 
law should not be so amended as to allow 
the national banks to issue notes up to the 
par value of the bonds which they hold as 
a basis for their issue, instead of issuing, 
as they are now compelled to, only 90 per 
cent of the par value of the bonds, that cost 
them, perhaps, 118 to 120. This would help 
in giving vs a larger volume of circulation 
and be an inducement to ‘the banks to issue 
all the bills they could under the new law. 
Many of the banks, as the law now stands, 
do not issue all the notes they are authorized 
to do, because much of the time it is not 
profitable for them to invest in bonds at 120 
when they cannot avail themselves of an 
issue of more than 90 yer cent cf the par 
value of the bonds they purchase. There 
is a tax of 1 per cent of the 
issue of the national bank _ cir- 
culation, and I :ee no necessity for so large 
a tax as this, as it must ult:mately be paid 
by the borrower. I welieve that the tax 
should be reduced to \ or % per cent. 

‘There are many advantages connected 
with the national banking system of the 
country, and this system, I believe, might 
with great benefit to all interesied be ex- 
tended by allowing under preper safeguards 
the e:tablishment of branch banks in small. 
er cities with largely reduced minimum of 
capital. I believe there is no instance on_rec- 
ee where a loss has come to holders of na- 

ial bank notes. 
Fe many suggestions of reform. 
One is to withdraw all — money under 
the denomination of $10, thereby forcing a 
larger volume of silver and gold {to circulate 
m the hands of the people, and I believe this 
is well worthy of favorable consideration,"

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BRUTAL ASSAULT 
ON TWO WOMEN, 


MARTIN BERRINGER’S ATTACK 
ON THE PUNSHONS. 


HE BLACKED THEIR EYES, 


The Police Are Anxious to Capture 
Him, but Have No Clew to His 
Whereabouts. 


The story of a fiendish asault on two de- 
fenseless women by a man to whom they 
had extended charity has just come to 
light.

Last Saturday Mrs. Punshon had a load 
of coal brought to her place and unloaded 
in the back yard. She asked Berringer to 
throw it in the coal shed. He did so, and 
then went back and demanded 75 cents for 
his trouble. Mrs, Punshon wouldn’t give it 
to him and went into the front part of the 
house, leaving Berringer at the kitchen door, 
He walked in and sat down. 

In a few minutes Mattie Punshon came 
into the kitchen. Without saying a word, 
he grabbed her and threw her on the floor. 
She fell over the coal bucket and sprained 
her left ankle. Then he beat her about the 
head and face, making a serious lump above 
the right eye. 

Mrs. Punshon heard the noise and ran into 
the kitchen. Berringer grabbed a chair and 
struck her on the head with it, knocking 
her down. Then he choked her until she 
was almost strangled and scratched her neck 
with his finger nails. 

He turned to the daughter again and Mrs. 
Punshon ran out and called for help. Ber- 
ringer heard her and ‘ 

Dr. Moore was called in and dressed the 
injuries. Both women were badly bruised 
and each had a black eye. 

A report was made to the Sixth District 
police, but no press report was given out.

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SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Jan. 12.—John P. 
Altgeld, who retired from the office of Gov- 
ernor of lilinois yesterday, was grossly in- 
sulted at the inauguration exercises. The 
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insult was offered by Speaker E. C. Curtis 
and a number of Republican legislators. 
The insult Was more aggravating because 
Mrs. Altgld occupied a chair at the ex- 
Governor's side. 

‘Ex-Gov. Altgeld had been invited by the 
Committee on Arrangements to make a farc- 
well address following Gov. Tanner’s inau- 
gural address. It has been customary for 
many years for the retiring executive to 
make a speech of this kind at the inaugu- 
ration exercises. Gov. Beveridge made an 
addresg of this character when he was suc- 
ceeded by Cullom.. Gov. Oglesby made one 
when he was succeeded by Gov. Fifer, and 
four years ago the same courtesy was ex- 
tended to Gov. Fifer-when he was succeed- 
ed by Gov. Altgeld. 

That the affair was pre-arranged no one 
here attempts to deny, excepting some of 
those who took part in it, and nearly all of 
the members are denouncing Speaker Curtis 
and those who aided in the cowardly at- 
tempt to humiliate Gov. Altgeld. 

Gov. Tanner refuses to say anything about 
it. Mr. Needles, who made the motion to 
dissolve the joint session, deciares that 
he did not know that Gov. Altgeld had been 
asked to speak, notwithstanding the Gover- 
nor’s name was on the programme, and 
notwithstanding “that he heard Senator 
Mahoney make a motion that the courtesy 
of the floor be extended to the retiring 
Governor. 

The Republican members generally are de- 
cidedly reticent about saying anything for 
publication in regard to the matter, though 
privately they denounce it as a cowardly, 
underhanded insult. 


Capt. Farrell of Cook County in speaking 
of the incident said that it was one of the 
most outrageous performances that has 
ever taken place in the Illinois Legislature.

William H. Hinrichsen, the retiring Sec- 
retary of State, pronounced it the most 
contemptible piece of political chicanery he 
had ever witnessed. “It would have been 
bad enough had not the Governor been 
escorted to the platform,”’ the said, “but 
the Governor was there by invitation, ac- 
companied by his wife. Everybody in the 
house was expecting to hear him, and 
the display of petty spite and hatred that 
was made by the Speaker of the House 
will have a boomerang effect upon the 
people who took part in it.” 

Representative Mahoney, who made the 
motion in the Joint Assembly that Gov. 
Altgeld be invited to deliver a farewell 
address, said: ‘‘I do not know who is pri-

‘+ marily responsible for the refusal of the 


Joint Assembly to hear Gov. Altgeld. Be- 
fore the proceedings opened I went to 
Speaker Curtis and asked ‘him if it was the 
understanding that Gov. Altgeld was to be 
invited to make a speech after Gov. Tan- 
ner finished his inaugural address. The 
Speaker satd there was’ no such under- 
standing. I asked him why Gov. Altgeld 
Was not accorded the same privilege that 
Gov. Fifer was honored with. He replied 
that there would not be time ¢o hear the 
retiring Governor. Then I went to my seat 
and made my motion that he be heard at 
the proper time. It is very clear that there 
was a deliberate plan to keep Gov. Alt- 
geld from talking. It will be remembered 
that four years ago no such plea was made 
e@gainst hearing Gov. Fifer, although the 
inaugural proceedings lasted much longer 
than to-day.” 

Mr. Mahoney further said that Speaker 
Curtis exceeded his authority in calling upon 
Gov. Tanner to speak as he did. According 
to the rules which govern the Joint Assem- 
bly, no person not a member has a right to 
the floor without that courtesy had first been 
extended by a formal resolution, but ‘he was 
evidently afraid to have such a resolution 
offered for fear that an amendment would 
non ag through adding the name of Gov. Alt- 
geld.

I would not 
lend myself to any such actions, and I do 
not propose to insult any one. If I have a 
etone to'throw I am man enough to come in 
the clear and back {ft up.”’ 

When told that the local committee 
claimed that his committee had charge of 
the inaugural programme, he reaffirmed 
the statement that the local committee was 
responsible for the programme. 

Speaker Curtis said: “I was not aware 
that Gov. Altgeld was to deliver an ad- 
dress. I was requested to cut all business 
short after Gov. Tanner’s address was de- 
livered, as there was too much business to 
attend to this afternoon.” 

When asked who was responsible for the 
Programme this afternoon, he said: “A

DEALS IN SNEERS AND JEERS. 


Roasts the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and Wants a New Out- 
let to Tidewater. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 12.—In his first mes- 
extensively with State affairs and makes 
some radical recommendations. A resume 
of the State finances, which is first taken 
up, shows Kansas to have reduced her 
State indebtedness in the past year from 
$788,500 to $682,000; $449,000 of which latter 
is owned by the permanent school fund. 
The report then turns to educational mat- 
ters and after treating the subject fully, 
says: 

“That the percentage of illiteracy is lower 
and the average of general intelligence is 
higher in Kansas than in New York and 
the New England States, igs most gratify- 
ing to our people.”’ 

The permanent school fund amounts to 
$6,853,987. 
Irrigation is touched upon and because 
of the unsuccessful work of the Board of 
Irrigation established by a previous Leg- 
islature, that body is booked for abolish- 
ment; an equitable tax on premiums paid 
by foreign fire and life insurance compa- 
nies is recommended and cheaper text 
books are demanded. 

That portion of the message treating of 
railroad legislation is by far the most im- 
portant topic discussed by Gov. Leedy. He 
attacks the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion as ‘‘that subterfuge for justice’’ whose 
report just issued, after eleven years of 
waiting, states ‘‘that the law under which 
they were acting was defective and had 
been held by the court of last resort as 
inoperative and unconstitutional.’’ 

“Thus,” continues he, “after fifty years 
of effort in this direction we find that prac- 
tically nothing has been done toward the 
control of our corporations; that the ques- 
tion has been delayed and avoided as much 
as possible through the courts, and, final- 
ly, at the end, we find the will of the peo- 
ple thwarted and the corporations resting 
upon the bosom of the Supreme Court with 
the same feeling of confidence and security 
that an infant reposes upon the bosom ofa 
wet nurse.’’ 

Gov. Leedy re@§¥mmends a maximum 
freight law and that the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners be vested with the power 
of a court, and given the power to adjust 
fares and freights within the State. In an 
attempt to overcome the inequalities on 
interstate commerce suffered by the State, 
he advises the people of Kansas to seek jus- 
tice out of court. This he thinks would be 
found in the States west of the Mississippi 
River building a road of their own to tide 
water by the shortest and most direct route. 

If the States of Texas and Nebraska,” 
says he, ‘‘would join us in the building of 
a line to Galveston, the expense of building 
a road would be merely nominal, when 
compared with the vast sums of money that 
would be saved to the citizens of these 


States through the lowering of freight 
rates.”’

A SIGNIFICANT VOTE. 

The surprising thing in the defeat of 
the bill to refund the Pacific railroad 
aedt is that it should have received so 
many as 102 votes. 

If the proposition had been one to re- 
fund at the old rate the Government 
mignt have gone on Without further 
losses, although the prospect of getting 
back the original debt would have been 
made more remote than ever. A propo- 
sition to refund at 2 per cent was not 
only a proposition to postpone payment 
of the debt, but to increase that debt 
every year of the period of extension. 
There is but one way to account for such 
@ large vote for such an utterly inde- 
fensible measure. It will readily suggest 
itself to the inquiring mind in connection 
with Huntington’s lobby. 

It is gratifying to know that but few of 
the votes for the bill came from the West 
and South, but not so gratifying to feel 
that out of these few two were from 
Missouri, cast by Republicans whd stood 
for the gold standard in the late cam- 
paign and were overwhelmed by the sil- 
ver flood which swept over this State. 

This fact is significant. An analysis 
of the vote will doubtless show that the 
funding bill received the bulk of its 
strength from sections where the “sound 
money” sentiment is most dominant and 
from Congressmen who were not re- 
elected,

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WATCH THE SENATE. 

During the present session of the Mis- 
sourj Legislature, the eyes of all who 
are interested im its work and who desire 
that work to be a redemption of pledges 
to the people should be fixed upon the 
Senate. 

The House is a new body, and there is 
little doubt that, in intention at least, it 
is in harmony with the wishes of the 
voters who elected it. In the Senate, some 
of the worst members were weeded out 
by being left at home. But there are 
enough of the hold-over Sen@tors who 
have proved themselves to be simply cor- 
poration tools, to largely tincture the 
complexion of that body; and not all of 
the new members are to be relied upon. 

If the so-called precedent and custom 
is too rigidly adhered to, which gives all 
the desirable committee places to the old 
|; members, the work of the Senate will be 
‘paralyzed from the start. Lieut.-Gov. 
3olte should discard precedent, and in the 
interest of the people make the best pos- 
sible use of the material at his command. 
Under modern parliamentary usage, the 
committees practically control legislation. 
He should bear this in mind. 

After all, however, the people are the 
main factor. They make and unmake 
legislators, It is dread of their verdict 
that will hold Senators to their duty. 
Let them watch the Senate day by day. 
They should study first the composition 
of the committees. Then they should 
watch the disposition made of the vari- 
ous bills, taking note of the committees 


to which they are sent. They should 
'make careful note of the length of time 
| the various bills are kept in committee. 
| They should note the attitude of the vari- 
| us Senators when the attempt is made to 
get bills reported and acted upon. They 
should then make a written memorandum 
of how each Senator votes—not what he 
says, but how he votes. 

The Post-Dispatch will aid in keeping 
this record and preserving it for future 
use. In the meantime, watch the Senate.

THE FELLOW SERVANT BILL. 
Mr. Avery of Lincoln has introduced 
the Fellow Servant bill that the 25,000 
railway employes in Missouri want 
passed. The bill was drawn by Speaker 
Farris. It is House bill No. 1, and should 
have the right of way. This is a prom- 
ising opening of the-session. 
House bill No. 1 provides that the rail- 
way employes of Missouri shall be pro- 
tected to the same extent as strangers 
who ride on railroads under their care. 
When a train is wrecked through the 
negligence of a railway .employe ‘who 
may happen to be building a bridge 
across the track at some point and care- 
lessly drops a handspike across the track, 
the passenger, whom the company here- 
tofore knew nothing of, gets damages for 
his injuries. The members of the train 
crew can recover nothing. They are sup- 
posed to be “fellow servants” of the man 
on the bridge, whom they may never 
even have caught a glimpse of. They 
don’t know his name, where he lives, nor 
whether he is employed by the company 
they work for or by the County. Yet 
they are supposed to exercise some sort 
of supervision over him, and to be able 
to guard against his carelessness in drop- 
ping a handspike just before the train 
Was to pass. 
Railway employes justly demand that 
this absurd legal fiction, which attributes 
omniscience to them and has done them 
untold injury, shall be relegated to the 
past, where it belongs. They demand 
treatment on equal terms with persons 
who are not employes of railroads. They 
want a law in harmony with modefn 
conditions and modern enlightenment.

Gov. Stephens’ inaugural address was a 
clear, practical, commog sense docu- 
ment—an appropriate beginning of that 
strictly “business administration’ which 
he promises that his shall be. He ad- 
vises economical appropriations, the 
shifting of a larger proportion of the 
burden of taxation upon those who are 
enjoying special privileges conferred 
upom them by the public, and closer 
supervision of the banking and other cor- 
porate interests of the State. He indorses 
and accepts as his own most of the rec- 
ommendations made by Gov. Stone in 
his annual message, and makes sugges- 
tions of his own that show that he has 
bestowed careful thought upon the prob- 
lems that confront the incoming admin- 
istration. Among important subjects 
which he commends to’ the attention of 
the Legislature is a constitutional con- 
vention to revise the State constitution. 
But what he says on the subject indicates 
that he has not yet made up his own 
mind as to the desirableness of such a 
step.

The belated official election returns from 
California and Utah, made public on the last 
day of 189, complete the official record. 
From the reliable figures it is seen that Mc- 
Kinley’s plurality ‘has dwindled by not far 
from half the estimates made immediately 
after the election. The total vote for each 
presidential candidate as obtained from the 
Secretaries of State of the various common- 
wealths is as follows: McKinley, 7,107,822;

HOW THE WORTH OF PAVING MA- 
TERIAL IS DECIDED.

WHAT A BRICK MUST STAND. 


Tested for Abrasion, Absorption and 
Other Evils Pavements 
Are Heir To. 


St. Louis will establish the standard for 
street paving specifications all over the 
country. 

All the specifications for pressed and vitri- 
fied brick, granitoid and'Telford pavements 
in the hands of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, have been, at the request of 
Street Commissioner A. N. Milner, referred 
back to the Committee on Streets and Rail- 
roads for revision. 

They are now being revised. When the 
work is completed they-+will represent the 
latest knowledge and probably serve as a 
model for the rest of the country. 

There has never been uniformity in speci- 
fications, mainly because of.lack of precise 
knowledge. 

To acquire this knowledge the city estab- 
lished a testing station at 2322 Clark avenue. 
Fingineers A. S. Ferguson and F. F. Har- 
rington were placed in charge. They have 
made thousands of experiments. For brick 
the tests are for impact and abrasion, ab- 
-7 deem cross-breaking and specific grav- 
t 


y. 
Among other things they have found that 
the moisture test is tco rigid. At present 
the absorption must not exceed 1'4 per cent 
when dried at 212 degrees, Fahrenheit, and 
immersed for twenty-four hours. It is found 
that to meet this test the brick is burned 
so hard that it becomes brittle. 

Great changes have been madein the abra- 
sion test. This test was formerly made by 
putting a brick in a ‘‘rattler’’ with a num- 
ber of six-pound cast iron bricks. The rattler 
is whirled for thirty minutes at a rate of 
thirty revolutions a minute. If the loss 
by abrasion exceeds 15 per cent the brick is 
rejected.

NO GYMNASIUM 


VAUPEL AND SPROUL’S PLAN 
CAME TO NOTHING. 


DIDN'T HAVE THE CAPITAL. 


Business Men Need Such a Resort, but 
They Don’t Seem Able 
to Get It. 


What at first seemed to be a healthy pro- 
ject for the establishment of a well equipped 
gymnasium in the down town section of the 
city has died of inanition and a lack of sup- 
port from the athletes of St. Louts. 

Some time before Christmas Jules Vaupe! 
and Gib Sproul, old-timers in St. Louis, de- 
cided to start a gymnasium in the old Tur- 
er Hall, om Tenth street, between Market 
and Walnut.. The Central Turner Society 
had long ago abandoned the building for a 
new and better one on Chouteau avenue, The 
building was then used solely for the politi- 
cal gymnasium of Mr. C. I. Filley and h's 
organization, State and municipal, 

The two projectors talked the scheme over 
with a number of gentlemen who were fore- 
most in both the old MissourlL Gymnasium 
and the Pastime Club House. To the credit 
of Messrs. Vaupel and Sproul it must be 
said they did not try to get any of these 
gentlemen to take stock or invest any money 
in the project. 

The equipment of the Pastime Gymnasium 
was purchased and plans made for the 
opening of a well-furnished establishment. 
Plumbers were put to work building bath 
rooms and showers and the whole building 
was gone over and fixed up. Then the money 
eve out and Mr. Vaupel withdrew, leaving 
Mr. Sproul in sole control. Mr. Vaupel re- 
sum his apron and went back to his 
barber shop on Walnut street. Mr. Sproul 
earried the plan along a bit further, then 
he gave it up as a bad jcb, sent the ap- 
paratus back to the Pastime Ciub, paid 
what was due on the lease, locked the front 
door and decided that gymnastics in St. 
Louls was a very uncertain supporter of 
well laid plans. 

The main cause of the failure seems to 
have been a lack of capital to carry the in- 
stitution until the membership cculd be 
brought to a point where the gymnasium 
would be self-supporting. : 

A hundred or more business men had 
promised to join as soon as the gymnasium

It seems to be almost impossible to get 
a good gymnasium going in St. Louis on a 
paying basis. The Turner Societies manage 
to keep theirs up, but the gymnasium is 
only an adjunct to the social features of the 
organization. 

The Pastime Gymnasium on Vandeventer 
avenue was started with everything in its 
favor and should have prospered, but it did 
not. Bach quarter brought it further in debt. 
until it had to be abandoned. he mag- 
nificent club building still stands and a few 
pil-vers use the hand ball court, but as a 
Zyinnasium it no longer exists. 

Prof. Mike Mooney had a very prosperous 
Business Men's Gymnasium in the Fagin 
(now the Burlington) Building until he was 
moved down to the second-story, while some 
needed changes could be made on the upper 
floor, where he was located. He never got 
back upstairs. The building is now the 
focus of a sheaf of suits, which may block- 
ade all improvements for a length of time 
and M.. Mooney is a sufferer through no 
fault of his own, unless confidence in his 
landlord can be called a fault.

“Trannie, you know I «am_ your. best 
friend,” said the mother. ‘“‘Why will you 
persist in thinking me your enemy? I would 
die for you, and yet you always repulse 
me.”’ 


The young woman did not reply. She 
gathered her cloak around her end left the 
room without a word, 

Mrs. Holliday followed her daughter and 
at Twelfth and Olive streets Mrs. Joy turned 
around and waited for her mother. The 
young woman drew herself up and her blue 
eyes blazed. 

“Why will you follow mé? Have I not 
told you our paths lie in different directions?

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Senor Dupuy De 
Lome’s attention was directed to-day to pub- 
lished statements purporting to come from 
Madrid to ‘the effect that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment had instructed him to notify the 
American Secretary of State that Spain 
would accept the terms of a peace settie- 
ment with Cuba, submitted by the American 
Government, and that he had cabled the au- 
thorities at Madrid of his communicating 
the acceptance to Mr. Olney.

pacification of the island is assured. 

The advices from Cuba satisfy officials of 
the Spanish Legation here that this pacifi- 
ation f progressing rapidly. cable 
just received from Gen, Weyler 
’ ithe Province of Pinar del Rio, 
which has been the storm center of con- 
flict, is pacitied. This is rewarded as not 
only important in itself, but as completely 
contradicting a published statement made 
by Mr. Money that Pinar del Rio was not 
and could not be pacified. Gen. Weyler, in 
his dispatch, explicitiy refers to and con- 
tradicts this published statement. 

In this connection it is pointed out by 
the Spanish’ officials that claims were made 
that Cacarajicara, the sirategic point of 
Pinar del Rio, could not be taken without 
a loss of 40,000 Spanish troops, whereas this 
int, said to be impregnable, thas passed 
inte the hands of Gen. Weyler with the loss 
of only twenty-six men. The pacification 
of Pinar del Rio, as reported by Gen. Wey- 
ler, marks an important step in the ad- 
vance of the general plan of applying ‘au- 
tonomy to the island.

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PARDONED FROM THE PENITEN- 
TIARY BY GOV. STONE. 


IS A DESPERATE CRIMINAL. 


The Governor Also Set Free at the 
Same Time Contractor James 
Kelly. 


Jim French, one of the most notorious 
of safe-crackers in the country, Was par- 
doned from the penitertiary at Jefferson 
City Monday. 

French is wanted at Suka, Ill, where his 
pal was sentens ed to twelve years in the 
penitentiary. He is also wanted by the 
Federal authorities for blowing the safe 
in the postoffice at De Soto, Mo., where 
he secured $1,800.

Besides these three cases Chief Desmone 
thinks he can convict French of complicity 
in the blowing of the safe in the office of 
the old Pope’s Theater.

Seven years ago French was a private 
watchman for the Iron Mountain Railroad 
in their yards in South St. Louis. After he 
had worked there a month he was arrested, 
charged with breaking into the cars and 
stealing the contents. 

Although several other members of the 
gung were convicted, he was discharged. 

Previous to that he had served five years 
in Sing Sing for robbing the freight cars of 
the West Shore Railroad. 

After the Iron Mountain affair he became 
a member of the Salvage Corps and fitted 
up a rented house at 2714 Glasgow avenue. 
One morning at 2 o'clock the house burned 
down and French collected an exorbitant in- 
surance on the furniture. He was suspect- 
ed at the time of having set fire to the 
house, but was not arrested. 

A month later the house 
had moved on Dillon street 
and when he went to collect 
on the furniture he was 
charge of arson. 

A West End man furnished bond for him 
and next went into the safe-blowing 
business. He joined with John Burns, alias 
Little, alias Stephens, a noted crook, and 
they were afterwards tegether. 

While the charge of arson was pending 
against him, he and Burns blew the safe 
in John O'Neill’s “Oak” saloon on Sixth 
street, near the Commercial building. It 
wasj a bungling job. The shock of the 
explosion wrecked the building and the 
ruins caught fire. When the firemen ar- 
rived they saw French and Burns leaving 
by the rear door. 

They got out of town {mmediately, and 

‘next heard of when the safe in the 
post-office at Malden, Mo., was cracked 
and several hundred dollars in stamps taken. 
The police located the room which had been 
occupied by French and Burns, and knew 
that they had blown the safe because they 
found many of the stolen stamps, 


into which he 
burned down, 
the insurance 
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That was in 1892. Thecriminals then came 
to St. Louis, and in January, 1893, the safe 
in the office of Pope’s Theater was blown 
open. Chief Desmond always atributed that 
job to Jim French and Johnny Burns, and 
he now thinks he can convict them of it. 

After the Pope’s Theater job, French and 
Burns went to Southwest Missouri and wor- 
ried those towns for several months by their 
depredations. In the summer of 18% they 
struck Potosi and when they left there was 
hardly a store in town that had not been 
looted. 

In September they went to De Soto and 
one night when there was a parade in town 
French and Burns broke into the Post-office 
and blew the safe. They got away with 
$1.800 in money and stamps. 

Sometime later Jim French was arrested in 
Southwest Missouri for burglary and was 
then brought back to St. Louis on the bond 
forfeiture in the old arson Case. 

While in jail he formed the acquaintance 
of train robber Hedgepeth. French fur- 
nished a new bond in a month and the night 
of the day that he was released he went 
around to the jail and, scaling the walls, he 
spread the bars to one of the windows. In 
the middle of the night Hedgepeth was dis- 
covered out of his cell in the building, climb- 
ing through the bars French had spread. 
The escape was frustrated. 

French then left town and joined Johnny 
Burns. 

One night in February of 1894 the little 
town of tuka, IW... was awakened from its 
slumbers by a loud explosion. 

French and Burns had blown the safe in 
a coal office. As they were getting away 
with the money, about $600, they were fol- 
lowed by half a dozen citizens and the 
town marshal. After many shots had been 
fired by pursuers and pursued, Burns was 
caught, but French escaped. 

Two weeks later Burns was sentenced to 
the penitentiary at Chester to serve twelve 
years. He is there now.

JOHNNIE SMITH. 


NEGRO’S DISASTROUS HASTE. 


Ran Against a White Man Who 
Promptly Used Both Ends of 
His Revolver. 


William Burns, a plumber, living at 419 
South Fourteenth street, occupies a cell at 
the Central Police Station, because, as he 
thinks, he declined to be robbed. 

Johnnie Smith, a colored porter at Hattie 
Smith’s on Spruce street, is in the City 
Hospital with a broken head, numerous 
scalp wounds, a gash_on his face and a bul- 
let hole in hig left arm. He denies having 
tried to rob any one. 

Adolphus Buettner, a driver for the Mer- 
chants’ Laundry, is in the cell with Burns, 
accused of inflicting the gash on Johnnie 
Smith’s face. ; 

At midnight Monday Burns left engine 
house No. 2%, where he had spent the even- 
ing, and was on his way home. He was 
passing Hattie Smith’s “joint’’ when he was 
nearly knocked down by Johnnie Smith, 
who, by the way, is not related to Hattie. 


Smith came running out of a side entrance 
to the house, carrying a one-gallon demi- 
john. He says he had been sent after whis- 
ky to make punch. 

As he turned the corner of the building 
on to the sidewalk, he ran into Burns. The 
collision was so sudden and severe that the 
top button-hole in Burns’ shirt was split. 

Burns saw the demijohn and thought it 
was a sandbag. He drew his revolver and 
with the butt end of it decorated Smith’s 
chocolate scalp. 

Smith broke away and ran west on Spruce 
street. Burns then turned the shooting part 
of his revolver around and fired four shots 
at Smith. The fifth and last cartridge in the 
cyclinder would not explode, One of the 
bullets tore a little hole in Smith’s left arm, 

Burns called for the police and his cries 
and the shots attracted a trail of men and 
women several blocks long. Smith turned 
north on Fourteenth street and took ref- 
uge behind a barrel of whisky in Laing’s 
saloor. 

Burns and his followers got the negro 
out. Buettner held the prisoner on one 
side while Burns held firmly to the other. 
Smith still had the demijohn and the pro- 
prietor of the saloon thought the negro 
had planned to fill it from the barrel be- 
hind which he had concealed himself. 

The captors got Smith out on the side- 
walk and Burns’ anger gave way. He 
struck the negro in the face with the re- 
volver, and the sharp-pointed hammer cut 
the gash which Buettner is accused of 
hiaving inflicted. 

Then Sergt. King and Patrolman Noonan 
came up and arrested Smith, Burns and 
Buettner. Smith told the police that Buett- 
ner had cut him with a knife. 

Smith was taken to the City Dispensary 
in a patrol wagon. He was an awful wreck. 
Four doctors tackled Johnnie Smith, 

They blistered and they bled him; 

With squills and anti-bilious pills 

And ipecac they fed him. 
They stirred him up with calomel 

And tried to move his liver; 

But all in vain! Poor Johnny Smith 
Still lingers upder ‘‘kiver.”’ 

Capt. O'Malley thinks Burns really 
thought that Smith was a highwayman and 
did his best to capture him, but the Captain 
also ‘thinks that Buettner cut the negro. 
But those who saw the affair say that 
Burns caused the wound by striking Smith 
in the face with the revolver, and Buettner 
says he has not had a knife in two months. 

The police think ‘that the pwblic peace 
has been disturbed and when Smith is re- 
leased from the hospital the three wiil be 
sent to Police Court.

‘Mr. A. M. Vanaken is a gentleman who 
registered at the Southern Hotel a few days 
ago from Louisville, Ky., and bytes a 
rumor began bumping around the P 
of the hostelry that the new arrival was con- 
nected with some big railroad scheme. : 

Just what the nature of the scheme is 
n@body has been able to learn here. Mr. 
Vanaken is a man of middle age, with coal 
black beard of the Vandyke cut, wears a 
black Fedora ha? and a gray suit, and can 
talk smooth enough to sell pebbles for gold 
nuggets. Monday Mr.‘Vanaken paid his bill 
and jeft the hotel, saying that he would stop 
with friends out in town somewhere. But 
Tuesday morning he was seen in the South- 
ern Hovel again, sauntering around the cor- 
ridor. 

All this is not mysterious on the face of 
it, because any man has a right to wear 
@ood clothes and a pleasant smile and a 
Vandyke beard, and he has a perfect right 
to be a smooth talker and sell patent medi- 
ciner or railroads. 

But Mr. Vanaken comes from. Louisville, 
Ky., where some rather mysferious inci- 
dents have transpired. Mr. A..M. Vanaken 
registered at the Galt House, fn that city, 
on Dec, 24. For some weeks mail hed been 
pouring in upon the clerks addressed to 
ames H. Brooks. Mr. Vanaken t the 
mail. paid his bill in advance, and left the 
next morning. J. H. Brooks is unknown to 
the Galt House clerks. None of them ever 
saw htm. : 

Along with these facts it may be stated 
that certain parties have been operating In 
Cincinnati under the names of 8. C. Welsh 
and James H. Brooks.

This aroused suspicions, and Mr. Welsh 
disappeared. 

Then came another mystery in railroad cir- 
cles and car foundry offices throughout the 
country when they were flooded with Iet- 
ters from J, H. Brooks, and they were writ- 
ten on letter-heads of the Galt House, Louis- 
ville, Ky. These letters to supply men ask 
for prices on large lots of equipment and 
supplies. The parties addressed were re- 
quested to send estimates and information 
to Mr. Brooks at the Galt House, Louis- 


j ville, Ky. The result is there was a wagon- 


load of mail at the Galt House for Mr. 
Brooks, but that gentleman mever called to 
get {t. A personal representative called 
there and received the mail. He is said to 
be Mr. Vanaken. Brooks was never regis- 
tered at that hotel. 

The scheme which these three mysterious 
personages—Brooks, Welsh and Vanaken— 
are supposed to be engaged in is to buy up 
all the smail railroads in Kentucky whic 
are now in the hands of receivers and com- 
bine them into one grand system to be 
known by the high-sounding title of the 
Ohio, Cumberland & Tennessee Valley Rail- 


way.

n , one A. M. Van Auken bloomed 
forth in Chicago as the President of the 
Interstate Investment and Improvement Co., 
and also President of the Peoria, Springfield 
& St. Louis Railroad Co. He went to New 
York to arrange for starting the business of 
the first named company, which, he said, 
was to do the work of construction. He 
remained three weeks at a New York hotel, 
then paid his bill and left, ordering ‘his 
mail to be sent to Chicago. He was not 
heard of until four weeks later, when a man 
giving the name of C. M, Hobbs, the pur- 
chasing agent of the Denver & Rilo Grande 
Road, on which Van Auken was at one time 
a civil engineer, came to light in Detroit.

Her milk is impregnated w-th 
the disease germs. It imparts the dread dis- 
ease. directly to children. It produces stom- 
ach troubles, lupus and even phthisis in 
adults.
